Half-Hardy Perennials require to be well protected, some varieties requiring such protection as is afforded by

The gladiolus is the most beautiful of the Summer 
Bulbs, with tall spikes of flowers two feet or more in 
height, often several from the same bulb. The flowers are 
of almost every desirable color. 


The culture is very simple; they thrive in almost any 
good soil, except a stiff clay, require full sunlight, and are 
only liable to injury from rank manure. Plant the bulbs 
six to nine inches apart; the large ones four inches and 
the small ones two inches deep. Make an early planting 
of the smallest bulbs first, as soon as the ground is suffi- 
ciently dry and warm, and continue to plant at intervals 
of two weeks during the spring and early summer. In this 
way a succession of bloom may be had from midsummer 
until frost. In autumn, before freezing, they should be 
dug and dried, the earth and old roots removed and then 
stored in a cool, dry place, secure from frost, until spring.

IRIS. 
Iris Kaempferi ( Japan Iris.)

Select a 
well drained spot, dig the soil deep and make it fine, en- 
riching it abundantly with very rotten cow manure and 
adding a liberal mixture of sand. Set the bulbs from three 
to five inches deep, according to size. During the winter 
it is advisable to cover the surface of the bed with a thin 
layer of manure, which will not only afford slight protec- 
tion to the bulbs, but will materially enrich the soil. In 
spring the manure may be removed or dug in between the 
rows. Care should be taken that they have proper drain- 
age, no water being allowed to stand around the roots. 
Once firmly established, they should not be disturbed 
oftener than once in five years.
